may be put in the corner, and no 
more should be given than she will 
eat. 
This rule should be observed, 
not only before calving, but at all 
times. 
Throwing large quantities of 
roughage before a cow lends her into 
the bad habit of eating only the most 
appetizing parts and sp wasting much 
feed. 
It is a good practice to take a 
lantern and go the rounds of the barn, 
before retiring for the night, to see 
that everything is as it should be.
